Soon both husband and wife
joined a Congregational church there.
The New Testament that was burfed
had memories mttached to It, bur alas!
it was gone In the fire

Early in June, af s large gathering In Columbus of the paid officers
of the Young Maa's Christian Association of North America, Dr. Wash-
ington Gladden sald: "You haVve demonstrated what can be done for
young man, the problem of the future is what afe you to do with young
men.”

This » is not to the oficials of the Young Men's
Christisn Association. Philanthropy has been fresly bestowed in doing
for mankind, but the great need Is not so much for equipment as fof
utilization. Bome years agoe John R. Mott, In addressing a Body of stu-
dents, sald: “What we need Is Dot mors men, but more man” In other
words, work, service, activity, are needed far more than mere gifta of
bulldings. Utllizsing life means the development of life. Organizations
are pnot lacking. bul more is required. Marching orders are needed If an
army is to become effective In & day of advance. Men are willing to
work, eager to act, but they nead leadership and fgstruction. Strong men
do not wish more done for them, they wish more to do for themseives,

Thousands of churches In the land are filled with men and womaen
who are ready to do something, but they are becoming Indifferent througn
inactivity. They do not care to be permanent reciplents. They would
mther be active participanta. The question thay are walting to hear Is,
“What will you do? not the old apologetic, “What can I do for you™

Men are needed to plan, organize, lead, and carry out this activity.
Practical pml;mhrow will Aindsand place mew, as well as bulld bulld-
ing® commemorating thelr names. The day demands specialists to lead
the varied activitiea The great powar of the army [s In the tanks;
men make up thoss ranks. but leaders are neesded

A leader, howeven, I8 not the man who does the work himself, but
the one who properly utflizes the many under him. A good exsculive I8
not the man who uses great personal abllity to do great things himself,
but the man who multiplies his own powar by properly using others
He does not attempt to do the whole job, but aceomplishea It through
those under him. Tha succesaful minlster, "or secretary, or officer, im not
the genlum of personal sccomplishment, but the common sense leader
who pets other men to work.

"Why have you not accomplished more {a your splendld church?
was the question put to a prominent elder. After hesitation. cume the
reply: “i would not seem to be disloyal, but the fact is that our minister
rather chooses to do the work himasslf. He feels wa are too busy; but
really we would gladly relleve him of much which wa could do, and
thus afford him mors time for specific spiritual work and personal study.”

This illostration ls not confined to minlsters, nor to the church,
There are to-day a sufficient number of youths in religious and philan-
throple organizations to revalutiogize and reform the degrading elements
in poclety, but these forces need leadernhip, plan, and utiization. Christ's
“Follow me" is related to his command, “Go work to-day in My vine-
yard.”

The hungered multitude would be sent away to-day by many good
disciples, who wounld call uwpon phillanthropists to provide earriages or
autamobliles to convey them to their homes: but Christ says, “Send them
not away. Give ye them to sat” Tese what you have' A lad with his
few lonvea and fizh are sufficient with the Baviour's lesderahip.
